PYamon to the Vicoroy of Liang-kuang re- 
porta that sometime ago the Director-Genor- 
al of the Russo-Chineso Bank, acting under 
Instructions from the Russian Government, 
asked tho Chinese Government to purchase 
590,000 rifles at a cost of Tis. 8 onch. 
Some of these obsolete rifles havo alrendy 
been delivered to tho Chinese Government, 
but it declined to pay for themon account 
of the finaucial difficultis of China, An 
Tunporial decreo was then issved’ to the 
effect that the Hight Bannera (of Manchus) 
were to undorgo foreign drill, This was an 
excellent opportunity for the Russlan Gore 
ernment to get rid bf their sides, ond M.
